DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

This communication is in response to tine amendment of 12/08/2010. All 
changes made to the Claims have been entered. Accordingly, Claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-14, 
16-22, 24, 53-55, 57-66 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 6-9, 1 1 -1 4, 1 6-22, 24, 53-55, 57-66 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1 , 6, 1 6, 20 is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose wherein the 
function of the difference between the first and second times is the time interval 
between the first and second times plus a correction factor selected as a function 
of the size of the second data packet. It is noted that the closest prior art Reynolds 
(US 6791943), in view of Yamato et al. (US 6094431) discloses a method and 
apparatus for determining the bandwidth of a desired type of cell In a cell stream 
occurring over a communication network connection during a time Interval between 
occurrences of a first and second predetermined event. However the stated prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious to the above underline limitations as claimed. 
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3. Claims 12, 53, 60, 64, is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose wherein the 
function of the difference between the first and second times comprises a time 
interval between receipt of the first data paclcet and the second data packet plus a 
correction factor selected to compensate for an impreclseness of time obtained 
from an operating system. It is noted that the closest prior art Reynolds (US 
6791943), in view of Yamato et al. (US 6094431) discloses a method and apparatus for 
determining the bandwidth of a desired type of cell in a cell stream occurring over a 
communication network connection during a time interval between occurrences of a first 
and second predetermined event. However the stated prior art fails to disclose or 
render obvious to the above underline limitations as claimed.
